A press conference on the future of man¬ 
power programs was held at City Hall by 
Mayor Norman Mineta on Monday, Nov. 19. 
Present at this very important meeting, be¬ 
sides the press media, were other city and 
county officials who have a keen interest in 
the future of manpower programs, especially 
as it relates to. this local area. "A Joint Power 
and Cooperation agreement has been made 
between the city and county relative to com¬ 
prehensive manpower programs which have 
been administered in the past by the federal 
government directly with local manpower 
programs. This is a new venture in Inter¬ 
government Cooperation between cities and 
counties as part of the extension of the new 
Federal Revenue Sharing Program,” stated 
Mayor Mineta. He further announced that 
cities and counties are trying to decentralize 
functions and to determine the programs 
which would serve the best needs and priori¬ 
ties of both cities and counties withoüt dupli¬ 
cating the services as it has been done in 
the past. "About $3 !/•» million dollars from 
the Dept, of Labor will be coming in this 
area and of which about 3% of that will be 
going into administration overhead in staff¬ 
ing the program. The new joint program 
will be administrating about $19 million dol¬ 
lars of federal, state and local funding for 
manpower program purposes. I think it is 
highly significant that we have this kind of 
city-county joint cooperation,” said Mayor 
Mineta. S. C. County Board of Supervisors 
Ralph Merkens, speaking for the county, 
stated that the success of this program will 
depend on the cooperation of all concerned 
officials and others. Deputy City Manager 
Harold Rosen stated that a consortia govern¬ 


ing board will be established representing 
city and county elected officials and that a 
tentative staffing pattern is being proposed. 
"It is anticipated that AL Pl'RON, the cur¬ 
rent city manpower coordinator, will be 
named director of the new consortia,” Mr. 
Rosen further stated. 

Note: What does this all mean? Well, if 
you tp-e a director, staff member or enrollee 
of a local manpower program, you should 
be concerned and request for a meeting with 
interested parties for more detailed informa¬ 
tion. The following Action Plan Resolution 
was adopted by the LEAGUE OF CALI¬ 
FORNIA CITIES ANNUAL CONFER 
ENCE held on October 24, 1973, in S. F., 
Calif. It is called SOCIAL RESPONSIBILI¬ 
TIES OF CITIES: 

SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITIES OF CITIES 
Source: Board of Directors 
WHEREAS, existing social services are 
highly fragmented and suffer from a lack 
of comprehensive planning and coordination 
at all levels of government; and 
WHEREAS, appropriate comprehensive 
planning at the local level w'ould appropri¬ 
ately reflect the different social needs and 
priorities of city residents; and 
WHEREAS, cities can provide the neces¬ 
sary local balance to environmental and eco¬ 
nomic decisions through social planning and 
coordination activities to achieve integrated 
community development goals; now, there¬ 
fore, be it 

RESOLVED, by the General Assembly of 
the League of California Cities, assembled 
in Annual Conference in San Francisco, Oc¬ 
tober 24, 1973, that the League Board of 
Directors develop an action program to im¬ 
plement the social responsibilities of cities 
element of the Action Plan and summarized 
as follows: 

Cities should assume the responsibili¬ 
ty of assessing social needs within the 
city and insuring that delivery of soc¬ 
ial services is adequate commensurate 
with these needs. Cities should coordi¬ 
nate and evaluate social services by oth¬ 
er governmental agencies and encourage 
and cooperate with the private sector in 
a similar capacity recognizing that many 
social services are provided by commu¬ 
nity and private organizations. Cities 
should be authorized to develop a so¬ 
cial services general plan element indi¬ 
cating the goals and objectives, standards 
and priorities, for meeting community

social needs. In addition, cities could 
also prepare a social services operational 
plan to implement the goals and objec¬ 
tives of their general plan element. The 
strengthening of the social planning 
process at the local level would seek to 
eliminate the overlapping and duplica¬ 
tion of services and identify service 
gaps. Social services planning could then 
be related and coordinated with physi¬ 
cal, economic and environmental plan¬ 
ning. In addition to planning and evalu¬ 
ation responsibilities, cities should have 
the option to deliver certain social serv¬ 
ices when they wish to increase the basic 
level provided by the county when called 
for in the city planning process. 

Cities should be encouraged to de¬ 
velop a local advisory council to de¬ 
velop the social services plan and coun¬ 
ties should be encouraged to develop a 
similar advisory city and county plan¬ 
ning council with majority city member¬ 
ship from those cities which have adopt¬ 
ed a social services general plan element. 
Area responsibility for social services 
planning would be exercised where 
COGs presently exist, also through an 
advisory council. Where no COG ex¬ 
ists, area planning would be done by 
the state based on city and county plans 
for the area. A state coordinating body 
would be established for integrated 
state social services planning and deliv¬ 
ery and would coordinate its planning 
with that of the State Resources and 
Development Plan which might be estab¬ 
lished. Uniform planning boundaries for 
social planning purposes would be estab¬ 
lished at the local, area and state levels. 
Social services mandated by state and 
federal government would require com¬ 
plete financing. Funding from federal 
and state government for social services 
should be provided on a flexible block 
grant basis recognizing social needs to 
general purpose government or con¬ 
sortia of such governmental units which 
have adopted a social services element 
to their general plan.

STRIKE DAY —DECEMBER 8, 1973 
California's Walk for Health 

There’s a health epidemic endangering 
California’s 20 million citizens. 

It’s difficult to detect because its. symp¬ 
toms are often invisible, and it’s seldom 
talked about in polite conversation. But you, 
or someone in your family, could be its next 
victim. 

In an attempt to solve this massive health 
problem, the state Health and Welfare Agen¬ 
cy is sponsoring Strike Day, Saturday, De¬ 
cember 8, an informational campaign con¬ 
cerned with venereal disease, drug abuse, al¬ 
coholism and dental disease. 

"We must increase the public’s awareness 
of treatment available in their own commu¬ 
nities if we are to lower the incidence of 
these diseases. The state government, or serv¬ 
ice clubs, or health officials cannot do this 
alone; but together we can,” says Earl Brian, 
California Secretary of Health and Welfare. 

Although there have been many attempts 
to curb these illnesses, Strike Day is the larg¬ 
est coordination of them in a united effort. 
Previously, many projects concerned with 
these health areas have worked independent¬ 
ly of one another, offering only a portion of 
the population information on only one of 
the problems. As a result, many people and 
much information was overlooked or for¬ 
gotten. 

Strike Day is the result of previously held 
workshops in five California cities. Infor¬ 
mation and talents of many organizations 
were pooled in a concentrated effort, and 
the health problems particular to local com¬ 
munities were identified. 

According to Brian, the primary reason for 
the widespread growth of these diseases in 
California is that facts concerning the na¬ 
ture of them, or of treatments and preven¬ 
tion, are shrouded in myth or half-truth, or 
barred from conversation by social taboos. 
"The best weapon against these , diseases, 
which thrive on fear and ignorance, is an 
informed public.” 

Informing the public is the primary func¬ 


tion of Strike Day. On that day, known as 
California’s Walk for Health, 30,000 volun¬ 
teers from a variety of service clubs, as well 
as state and local health officials, will be 
walking door-to-door throughout the state, 
providing citizens with a pamphlet that 
gives them facts about the nature of these 
diseases, and the treatment gnd prevention 
that is locally available. The number and 
type of services very from community to 
community and range from private hospitals 
and health foundations to free clinics and 
service club programs. 

Although the four diseases are both treat¬ 
able and preventable, they have reached epi¬ 
demic proportians in California, Brian said. 
More than 100,000 cases of venereal disease 
Were reported last year; an estimated 25 r ¡ 
of those actually infected. More than one- 
half million Californians depend on drugs 
every day, seven days a week, and the num¬ 
ber of casual users is beyond estimate. Nine¬ 
ty-five per cent of the state’s population 
suffers from some form of tooth decay and 
two million Californians are without their 
original teeth. More than 1,250,000 persons 
in the state have alcoholic problems, many 
of them without realizing it. 

"These illnesses affect not onlyiheir prin¬ 
cipal victims, but also indirect]# affect 'all 
Californians, causing a rise of^taxes, a rise 
in the incidence of crime, the breakup of 
families, or the loss of close friends,” Brian 
noted. 

Strike Day has received endorsements and 
support from a variety of organizations, in¬ 
cluding service clubs, public health depart¬ 
ments, halfway houses, and rehabilitation 
programs. Also, many public officials, in¬ 
cluding the Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors, and several Hollywood person¬ 
alities, including Bob Newhart and Dick 
Van Dyke, have given their assistance to the 
effort. 

Strike Day is intended to increase the num¬ 
ber of reported and treated cases in each 
health area and, as a result of expanded 
treatment, lower the incidence of these 
diseases. 

"A unique characteristic these diseases 
have in common is the personal choice of 
their victim to become involved,” said Brian. 
"For instance, a person can’t choose to not 
have cancer, but he can choose not to abuse 
drugs, contract VD, or lean on alcohol as 
an emotional crutch. 

According to Brian, the power to elimi¬ 
nate these diseases iests in the people. "No

Cancer Quackery 
In California'

An extract of apricot pits 
to cure cancer? 

Ridiculous! 

Yet each year literally 
hundreds of normally intel¬ 
ligent men and women waste 
millions of dollars on just 
such a worthless ‘miracle 
drug’. 

Laetrile, the trade name 
for this concoction, is the 
latest in a long series of 
quack ‘cures' for cancer. 
Illicit traffic in Laetrile is 
bilking trusting, distraught 
cancer victims of millions 
of dollars. More tragically, 
many lives that might be 
saved will l>e lost because 
of this heartless exploita¬ 
tion of human suffering and 
fear. 

The cancer patient often 
is easily frightened and has 
great apprehension about 
what may lie before him. 
When he delays or inter¬ 
rupts prompt scientific 
treatment, he does not re¬ 
alize that suffering—and 
possibly death —could he 
his fate. 

Why does he 1 isten to 
those medical quacks? 
There are several reasons, 
all involving deceit and 
misrepresentation. 

A number of organizations 
operating in California 
would like you to believe 
Laetrile is not generally 
available because of a con¬ 
spiracy between the medi¬ 
cal profession and the 
American Cancer Society to 
suppress any really helpful 
treatment. These loosely 
knit organizations parade 


names and addresses of so- 
called ‘cured’ cancer pa¬ 
tients across the pages of 
their liter&ture. They show 
motion pictures of testimo¬ 
nials by these miraculously 
recovered patients and by 
supposed ‘experts’ in the 
field of cancer. 

The anxious cancer pa¬ 
tient does not know the 
testimonial writer may have 
cancer that is not apparent, 
that his cancer was cured 
by accepted medical thera¬ 
py, or that he never had 
cancer. Promoters of quack 
remedies such as Laetrile 
are unwilling to allow im¬ 
partial invest i gat ion of their 
records because their suc¬ 
cess relies on skewed 
statistics and the ugly fact 
that “dead men tell no 
tales”. Our State Depart¬ 
ment of Health has docu¬ 
mented more than 190 case 
histories of persons in 
California receiving Lae¬ 
trile treatment, including 
patients with early as well 
as late cancers. None of 
these cases demonstrated 
objective proof of benefits 
which could lx> attributed 
to a Laetrile effect, either 
on tumors or on expected 
longevity. 

All of us pray that re¬ 
search will bring forth the 
cure to cancer. But for the 
present, Laetrile is not the 
answer. 

The price for those who 
turn to this and other 
‘quack’ cures maybe family 
savings, loss of life—or 
both.

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John T. Kehoe, director of the DEPART¬ 
MENT OF CONSUMER AFFAIRS today 
issued a strong warning of the hazards in 
attempting to repair your own television set- 
Testing of tubes is NOT a simple operation 
and could be very dangerous. There is placed 
on the back of every TV set a warning 
against the removal of the back panel be¬ 
cause of electrical and radiation dangers. 
THIS IS NOT AN IDLE WARNING. IT 
IS VERY DANGEROUS AND THE 
WARNING SHOULD BE HEEDED!! Ke- 
hoe stated that "if certain precautions are 
taken tubes can be replaced at a cost savings 
to the consumer, however the dangers must 
be made clear to every consumer.” 

Some of the dangers outlined include: 

THE DANGER OF EMPLOSION 

Television picture tubes are subject to im¬ 
plosion as they are evacuated (high vac¬ 
uum). Care should be taken to prevent 
striking the funnel or neck of the picture 
tube when removing or replacing receiving 
tubes. The consumer could be injured by 
flying glass or internal parts of the picture 
tube if an emplosion occurs. Wearing safety 
goggles is recommended. 

THE DANGER OF SEVERE SHOCK 

Since some sets retain an electrical charge, 
be sure the electrical current has been dis¬ 
connected for several hours before removing 
the back of the set. A severe shock could 
result from touching the second anode lead 
to the picture tube. This could be extremely 
dangerous to a person with a weak heart. 

THE DANGER OF RADIATION 

Color television sets emit dangerous x- 
rays and certain circuits are shielded to pro¬ 
tect the viewer. Improper tube replacements 
or failure to replace certain shields in the 
high volutage section could result in danger- 
out x-radiation to persons viewing the TV 
set after reptairs. 

THE DANGER OF ELECTROCUTION 

Do not attempt to repair ac-dc sets (sets 
manufactured without a power transformer) 
without using an isolation transformer. 
These sets have one side of the ac power 
input line connected to the chassis. If the 


interlock is defeated and the power cord is 
reversed, the chassis and the cabinet could 
have a potential of 117 volts ac. A person 
touching the metal cabinet with one hand 
and anything grounded with the other could 
be electrocuted. 

Director Kehoe in warning California con¬ 
sumers said "There is a very definite danger 
in 'do-it-yourself’ television tube testing and 
home repairs. We cannot be too emphatic in 
warning consumers of these dangers.”

PUBLIC WELFARE, A Many Sided Subject 

Continued from previous issue 

Santa Clara County Department of Social 
Services helps in a number of other ways in 
addition to those already covered. Many of 
these services supported by our county tax 
dollars are generally unpublicized.' 

Intake, Information and Referral Service 
is its official name. To the staff it is more 
often thought of as the Crisis Intervention 
and Catch-All Unit. Its function is to assist 
persons to secure needed services and to 
make available information about social, re¬ 
habilitative, health, employment and other 
services. The staff of I. and R. never have 
two days alike, nor a dull moment in any 
one day. An example of the type of crisis 
handled would be that of someone walking 
into the office from the street who is totally 
destitute. There can be no official aid given 
to anyone who has no permanent address. So 
the first step in this crisis intervention would 
be to find the person, or family, a place to 
live, usually that very same day. To do this, 
I. and R. has a list of available low cost 
living spaces. Any place is better than the 
park or the car. If needed, food, furniture 
and clothing, and even cash are also some¬ 
how found. 

Some of the other things I. and R. do are 
answering numerous and varied questions 
pertaining to the Department of Social Serv¬ 
ices; handling referrals and inquiries from 
other Counties; court related problems; an 
unending variety of complaints; providing 
emergency food, clothing, and money; find¬ 
ing where a lost derelict belongs and then 
getting him back home. The list is as end¬ 
less as it is varied. 

Vocational Services are provided to help 
applicants for an recipients of aid to become 
self supporting through job placement, train¬ 
ing, and work experience. 

Adoption Services are funded by the Coun¬ 
ty and fees from the adopting parents. They 
are fourfold: 1) for parents planning to re¬ 



linquish their child or children for adoption! 
medical care, living arrangements, counsel¬ 
ing, and financial help are provided; 2) for 
children who have been relinquished to the 
Department of Social Services for adoption, 
supervised foster home care is provided; 3) 
for parents who wish to adopt, studies of 
their homes are conducted; and, -I) for chil¬ 
dren placed in adoptive homes awaiting le¬ 
gal adoption, supervision by the Department 
of Social Services is maintained. Now days, 
there are fewer infants available for adop¬ 
tion than there were before "the pill", but 
there are many children in need of a mother 
and a father and the environment of a real 
home. Call the Santa Clara County Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services if you would be in¬ 
terested in adopting one of these children. 

Protective Services for Children are of¬ 
fered when complaints are received from in¬ 
dividuals or agencies regarding families with 
problems which may result in neglect, abuse, 
exploitation, or delinquency of children. 
These services do not strive to punish any¬ 
one, and in fact have no legal authority, but, 
should it be deemed necessary for the im¬ 
mediate protection of the child’s person or 
life, due to these services not being able to 
be used or being refused, then the Depart¬ 
ment will refer the problem to the appropri¬ 
ate legal authorities. 

Protective Services for the Aging are pro¬ 
vided for those older people, who, because 
of physical or mental disabilities, may need 
social, medical, or legal services to protect 
their rights and well-being. These services 
are necessary to hefp the older person main¬ 
tain his dignity ywherflfaced with social and 
emotional probfbqis. T)ney protect the indi¬ 
vidual and the community when he behaves 
in ways that may endanger himself and oth¬ 
ers, and they ensure that the older person's 
personal resources are used most effectively 
and in his behalf. Such protective services 
may include visits to the home by a Social 
Worker who is qualified and experienced in 
the field; counseling with the elder person 
and those who are personally concerned 
about him; contact with specialized services 
and resources; and legal and financial guid¬ 
ance. One example of how the Protective 
Services works would be a case of fraud 
against a bed-ridden old lady who must re¬ 
ly upon a friend or neighbor to handle her 
finances and do her shopping. When in re¬ 
ality the agent is stealing from the lady’s 
monthlycheck and forcing her to live on an 
unbalanced diet and in reduced circumstan-

ces. As in cases involving protection for chil¬ 
dren, Santa Clara County has its own polic¬ 
ing force of unarmed officers who will step 
in and investigate such unjust and intoler¬ 
able situations. If you know of any elderly 
persons who are being mistreated, taken ad¬ 
vantage of, or who cannot care for them¬ 
selves due to a lack of sufficient income or 
some infermity, contact the County Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services, and they will look 
into the matter. 

Information about Department - licensed 
homes for children and adults is provided 
free of charge to all interested parties. 

Licensing and supervision of full-time and 
day-care family foster homes for children 
and residential care homes for adults is an¬ 
other service of the Department of Social 
Services. For example, there are about 2000 
children who are Wards of the Court who 
have been removed from their natural homes 
and are provided fflr by the County. When 
they can, the parents pay all or a part of the 
cost of their child or children’s support. 
Residential care homes for adults aged sixty- 
five years and older are also provided by 
the County under the authority of the State 
Department of Health. The goal of the resi¬ 
dential care homes for the elderly, and to 
some extent for the children, is to encour¬ 
age the person to do as much for himself 
as he is physically able, thus giving him a 
sense of self-accomplishmeht and a degree of 
independence. Also, attempts are made to 
direct the person’s interests out of himself 
and toward his fellow residents, thus, hope¬ 
fully, conquer boredum and apathy. 

Homemaking Services for AFDC Families 
are intended to reduce or prevent children 
being removed from their own families and 
placed into foster homes. Homemakers teach 
homemaking skills and methods of child 
care to parents who desire to provide a home 
for rheir children. Their goal is to preserve 
the family as a unit, and they work very hard 
to achieve it. 

Placement Services for children who can¬ 
not live with their parents, and for adults 
who need care outside their own homes is 
provided for those who qualify for aid 
through AFDC. 

Compensatory Preschool Education pro¬ 
grams are provided for children who are 
certified to participate in these programs 
provided by the State. 

Food Stamp certification is made for low 
income individuals and families to increase 
their monthly food purchasing power. Each 


month an average of 26.9 thousand people 
benefit from this program, in addition to 
those who receive cash aid. 

California Medical Assistance Program 
(Medi-Cal) is made available to medically 
needy people who have been certified by 
the County Department of Social Services 
under State Department of Health Care Ser¬ 
vice regulations. 5,561 persons are certified 
each month to receive Medi-Cal, in addition 
to those who also receive a cash grant.

Health and Welfare Report 

Food Protection 
and You

“So, what’s all the fuss 
about fat in ground beef? 
So what if a few butchers 
throw a little more fat in 
with the beef? I’m more 
concerned about what it 
ebsts these days.” 

Heard that before? It 
couldn’t be more wrong. 

With this period of meat 
shortages and higher prices, 
careful control and truthful 
merchandising in market 
meat products is of concern 
to all of us. We all suffer 
an economic loss when 
much of the product is left 
in the frying pan as grease. 

Under state and federal 
law, ground beef must not 
contain more than 30 per¬ 
cent fat. According to a 
year-long investigation un¬ 
dertaken by the Food and 
Drug Section of our state 
Department of Health, there 
appear to be a number of 
reta i 1 stores adding fat 
scraps to the ground beef. 
Of almost 4,000 samples of 
ground beef taken from 
1,363 retail meat markets 
in California, 170 samples 
contained excessive fat 
(over 30 percent), 181 were 
mislabeled or falsely ad¬ 
vertised and 60 were found 
to contain illegal preserva¬ 
tives. 

Oddly, we found that 
some packages of hamburg¬ 
er advertised as ‘regular 
ground beef’contained less 


fat than those labeled ‘extra 
lean’! It seems that the 
regular beef is ground from 
cheaper but leaner cuts of 
beef, while the ‘extra lean’ 
may come from a fatter, 
more expensive cut. As a 
result, we, the consumers, 
end up paying more per 
pound for a product that 
appears to have less fat 
content but which may ac¬ 
tually contain more. 

While the vast majority 
of retail market owners are 
honest merchants dedicated 
to providing quality prod¬ 
ucts to their customers, we 
do have to take action 
against the remaining few. 
Last year, for example, we 
referred the names of 115 
retail owners to district or 
city attorneys for prosecu¬ 
tion of one or more viola¬ 
tions of food and drug laws. 
To date, 80 have been con¬ 
victed and 12 other cases 
are pending. 

If you suspect improper 
or illegal actions in the 
food products you buy, 
contact your local state 
health office.
